Pointers for the Ignorant. 


In case there Is within the land a 


man with soul so dead who never to 


imself hath said, I would not give a 
ingle rap for him who was not wise to 
craps—If such there be, it may be well 
o lapse a moment into the elemental 
nnd remark that craps is played with 
wo dice, each having six faces, num- 
bered from one to six, so that It is pos- 
sible, in throwing the pair, to make a 
sum total as low as two and as high as 
twelve. It is possible, but it isn't ad- 
visable, so far as the man throwing the 
dice is concerned. If the sophisticated 
will bear with us yet another moment 
we may remind that these two totals, 
two and twelve, can be made by onlj* 
one combination of dice; that is, the 
one on one die and the one on the other 
die to make the two total, and the pair 
o£ sixes to make up the twelve. 'Also, 
the total three can be made in only 
one way—by having uppermost an ace 
and a deuce. These three totals—any 
one of them—lose for the player throw- 
ing them on his first flop out of the 
box, or, as some players prefer, the 
first flop out of the fingers instead of 
the box.

Each 
winter he went to eighteen banquets 
and wore out two dress suits.

sixty-four committees. - AVheiiever a 
political campaign got under way hV 
wrote letters to the newspapers be- 
ginning, "I feel it my duty, in the pres- 
ent emergency, to state clearly how t 
stand." 
He, himself, was mentioned 


for the mayoralty and actually offered 
a place on the jail board. 
Once ha 


was even caricatured in a newspaper. 


Finally came his crowning honor. A 


great Baltimore banker died—a banier 
so eminent and so bumptious that even 
Jimpkins, for all his own prominence, 
held him in some awe.
